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SELF-SUPPORTING PUBLIC AUTHORITY 


Massport is governed by a seven-member board appointed 
by the Governor for staggered seven-year terms. It is a public 
authority that receives no state tax funds and is self-supporting 
through revenue bonds, bridge tolls, parking and aircraft 
landing fees, tenant rents, and concession fees. 
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
